Foreword 

The  Junior  Year  in  France  under  the  auspices  of  Sweet  Briar  College 
was  inaugurated  in  January  1948  as  a  cantinuation  of  the  Foreign  Study 
Program  formerly  sponsored  by  the  University  of  Delaware. 

During  the  past  fifteen  years,  1295  students  from  160  colleges  and 
universities  in  the  United  States  have  had  the  opportunity,  through  the 
Sweet  Briar  program,  of  spending  their  third  year  of  college  at  the 
University  of  Paris.  The  program,  which  is  flexible,  allows  for  consid- 
erable variation  in  the  choice  of  courses  to  be  taken.  Credit  for  a  year's 
academic  work  is  granted  by  the  students'  colleges  and  universities  in 
the  United  States.  Students  live  with  French  families  for  the  school 
year  and  gain  an  insight  into  French  social  customs  which  supplements 
their  formal  studies. 

Until  modern  times,  only  a  handful  of  scholars  were  able  to  study 
in  a  foreign  country,  for  the  most  part  those  who  had  private  means 
or  were  willing  to  undergo  tremendous  hardships.  During  the  Middle 
Ages  scholars  traveled  about  Europe  either  to  teach  or  to  learn,  and  in 
so  doing  came  to  know  one  another.  In  a  later  era  scholars  became 
united  through  their  intellectual  interests  or  their  common  problems. 
As  they  learned  from  one  another,  they  came  to  praise  one  another. 
In  some  instances  they  came  to  know  one  another  so  well  that  they 
supported,  even  defended,  one  another  in  spite  of  the  inconveniences 
of  the  times. 

In  this  day  of  need  for  a  better  understanding  between  the  peoples 
of  the  world,  a  gathering  of  students  in  friendly  exchange  between 
different  countries  can  make  important  contributions  toward  interna- 
tional understanding  and  better  human  relationships.  With  the  ever- 
widening  scope  of  human  knowledge  and  scientific  research,  the  stu- 
dent or  scholar  of  today  has  an  even  greater  opportunity  than  ever 
before.  The  Junior  Year  Abroad  program  provides  an  open  door  to 
meet  this  challenge.

THE    YEAR'S    OBJECTIVE 

The  Junior  Year  in  France  offers  students  a  full  academic  year  at 
tlie  University  of  Paris  where,  with  French  classmates,  they  may 
broaden  and  deepen  their  comprehension  of  the  language,  customs, 
history  and  culture  of  France,  and  specialize  to  great  advantage  in  such 
international  subjects  as  art,  government,  history,  international  affairs, 
philosophy  or  political  science.  French  will  be  the  exclusive  language 
of  communication  in  the  class  room,  in  the  French  families  and  among 
the  students  wherever  they  may  meet. 

In  France  the  American  student  will  become  aware  of  the  great 
emphasis  placed  on  individual  effort  in  the  field  of  study.  He  will  be 
expected  to  accept  the  responsibility  of  greater  academic  freedom,  as 
well  as  greater  social  freedom.  He  will  have  to  make  his  own  way 
without  the  aid  of  the  many  extra-curricular  and  social  organizations 
of  the  American  campus.  He  will  do  well  to  adapt  himself  to  the 
French  university  system,  rather  than  to  expect  a  great  university  to 
adapt  itself  to  him.  If  he  does  so,  he  will  attain  an  intellectual  and 
social  maturity  of  inestimable  value  to  him  in  senior  year  and  through- 
out life.  Furthermore  he  will  return  with  greater  understanding  of 
world  problems  and  a  better  perspective  of  those  of  his  own  country. 

Applicants  are  advised  to  study,  by  means  of  formal  courses  or 
independent  reading,  the  history,  government  and  culture  of  the 
United  States.  Experience  has  shown  that  American  students  abroad 
are  often  asked  to  interpret  institutions  and  events  in  the  United 
States. 

ADMISSION 

The  Junior  Year  in  France  is  open  to  responsible  sophomores,  both 
men  and  women,  in  regular  standing  in  any  four-year  college  or 
university  accredited  by  its  regional  association.  An  applicant  must  be 
recommended  by  the  chairman  of  his  major  department,  the  chairman 
of  the  French  department,  and  the  Dean  of  the  college.  Spaces  are 
provided  on  the  application  blank  for  these  three  recommendations. 
Separate  letters  of  recommendation  from  college  teachers  with  respect 
to  the  applicant's  scholarship,  character  and  personality  may  be  re- 
quested by  the  Junior  Year  in  France  committee. 

A  candidate  for  admission  must  have  had  as  preparation  in  French 
at  least  two  years  of  pre-college  French  and  two  years  of  college  French, 
or  the  equivalent,  including  a  genuine  course  in  French  literature,  and 
must  fulfill  this  requirement  by  June  of  sophomore  year.  It  is  desir- 
able that  he  be  studying  French  during  the  year  in  which  he  makes 
application.  He  must  be  a  student  of  excellent  character  and  serious- 
ness of  purpose,  capable  of  deriving  the  maximum  benefit  from  an 
undergraduate  year  abroad.   His  grades  in  college  French  must  average 


B,  While  experience  in  the  past  few  years  has  shown  that  most 
applicants  approved  have  had  also  a  B  general  average,  students  with  a 
B-minus  general  average  are  not  discouraged  from  applying.  The  appli- 
cant must  present  a  certificate  of  good  health  signed  by  his  physician. 
The  consent  of  parents  or  guardians  and  their  approval  of  the  financial 
arrangements  are  also  required,  unless  the  candidate  has  an  independent 
income. 

It  is  understood  that  every  student,  if  accepted,  agrees  to  the 
supervision  and  authority  of  the  Professor-in-charge  and  the  Assistant. 
Each  member  of  the  group  is  expected  to  conform  to  the  group 
regulations  and  conduct  himself  as  a  responsible  representative  of  his 
college  and  country. 

Application   for   Admission 

Application  for  admission  to  the  Junior  Year  in  France  must  be 
made  on  the  official  blanks  provided  for  this  purpose,  obtainable  from 
the  Director  of  the  Junior  Year  in  France  at  Sweet  Briar  College.  The 
application  must  be  submitted  in  duplicate  through  the  Dean  of  the  ap- 
plicant's college  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  end  of  the  first  semester, 
by  March  1,  if  possible,  and  not  later  than  March  15.  It 
should  be  accompanied  by  three  (3)  signed  copies  of  the  applicant's 
photograph,  passport  size,  taken  within  the  past  year,  and  one  (1) 
signed  transcript  of  the  applicant's  grades  through  the  first  semester 
of  sophomore  year.  A  student  who  is  accepted  will  be  asked  to  send 
as  early  in  June  as  possible  two  (2)  complete  transcripts  of  his 
college  record,  including  the  grades  for  the  second  semester  of  sopho- 
more year.  If  these  grades  are  unsatisfactory  the  student's  withdrawal 
may  be  requested  and  the  first  payment  refunded. 

Scholarships 

A  few  scholarships,  of  varying  amounts,  are  available.  About 
one-fifth  of  the  participants  receive  small  grants  from  the  limited 
funds  which  the  Junior  Year  in  France  has  at  its  disposal.  These 
scholarships  are  awarded  to  students  who  demonstrate  real  financial 
need  and  whose  records  are  excellent.  Applicants  for  scholarship  aid 
should  request  the  special  form  prepared  for  this  purpose,  and  should 
return  the  scholarship  application  to  the  Director  of  the  Junior  Year 
in  France  not  later  than  March  1,  together  with  the  application 
for  membership.  Many  colleges  allow  their  own  scholarship  or 
loan  funds  to  be  used  for  study  abroad  in  the  Junior  Year  in  France 
program. 


PROGRAM    OF    STUDY 

Preliminary    Period    (September-October) 

Tours 

With  the  cooperation  of  the  Governor  of  the  province,  the  Mayor 
of  the  city  of  Tours  and  the  Institut  de  Touraine,  the  program  of  the 
preliminary  period  will  again  be  set  up  in  Tours,  so  rich  in  historical 
and  literary  memories  and  so  hospitable  to  foreign  students. 

TTie  purpose  of  the  preliminary  period  is  twofold:  first,  to  in- 
troduce the  students  of  the  group  to  the  French  way  of  life,  an 
introduction  made  much  easier  in  a  provincial  town,  such  as  Tours, 
than  in  Paris;  second,  to  initiate  them  to  French  academic  life  in  gen- 
eral, and  more  particularly  to  the  methods  which  prevail  in  French 
higher  education.  Meanwhile  the  preliminary  period  achieves  another 
essential  purpose,  which  is  to  bring  their  practical  knowledge  of  the 
French  language  to  a  point  where  the  students  can  readily  use  it  for 
their  forthcoming  program  of  studies  in  Paris. 

The  group  will  be  divided  into  small  sections  according  to  the 
scores  of  a  placement  test.  Each  of  these  sections  will  be  taught  by  two 
French  teachers  selected  from  the  faculties  of  the  best  schools  in 
Tours.  The  nature  of  the  work  will  vary  somewhat  according  to  the 
individual  student's  ability  to  read,  write  and  speak  French;  but  it  will 
include  practical  training  in  composition,  translation,  conversation, 
phonetics  and  "explication  de  textes,"  supplemented  by  a  program  of 
lectures  on  various  aspects  of  French  culture  and  civilization.  Absence 
from  class  is  not  advisable.  Those  who  are  weak  in  language  com- 
petency at  Tours  may  be  required  to  take  a  corrective  language  course 
in  Paris. 

Vacation  periods  at  the  University  of  Paris  are  long  and  frequent 
enough  to  make  requests  to  be  excused  from  classes  during  the  year 
unnecessary.  Attendance  at  some  courses  is  obligatory  if  credit  is 
granted. 

Program  of  Courses  (November- June) 
University  of  Paris 
Students  enrolled  in  the  Junior  Year  in  France  will  register  in 
late  October  at  various  faculties  of  the  University  of  Paris  after 
consultation  with  the  Professor-in-charge.  The  selection  of  courses 
will  be  determined  by  the  extent  of  the  student's  preparation,  his  major 
interest,  and  so  far  as  possible,  by  the  requirements  of  his  college  in 
the  United  States.  The  University  of  Paris  catalogue  for  1963-64  will 
not  appear  before  October  and  therefore  the  student  cannot  make  a 
final  selection  in  advance  of  that  month.  All  course  work  is  ended  by 
the  middle  of  June  and  most  of  it  earlier  in  the  month. 


It  is  inadvisable  to  undertake  study  of  another  language  during 
the  year,  but  a  student  who  needs  a  second  language  to  graduate  may 
pursue  such  a  course  provided  he  has  the  approval  of  his  major  pro- 
fessor. 

Unlike  the  American  university  system,  that  of  France  is  arranged 
in  course  sequences  leading  up  to  a  general  examination  after  two  or 
more  years.  However,  by  courtesy  of  the  President  of  the  University 
of  Paris  and  the  directors  of  various  divisions  or  affiliated  institutes,  the 
Professor-in-charge  may  recommend  qualified  members  of  the  Sweet 
Briar  College  Junior  Year  in  France  group  for  one  or  more  courses 
suited  to  their  needs,  in  which  a  special  examination  will  be  given. 

The  Faculte  des  Lettres  offers  a  very  wide  selection  of  courses  in 
various  fields  which  can  be  pursued  with  interest  and  profit  by  the 
foreign  student.  The  schedule  of  lectures  given  by  the  professors  at 
the  Sorbonne  is  established  primarily  for  French  students  who  are 
preparing  for  the  "licence"  or  the  "agregation."  Each  course  runs  for 
the  most  part  for  an  entire  year.  Although  the  titles  suggest  that  an 
entire  period  or  century  may  be  treated,  this  is  not  the  case,  since 
survey  courses  as  such  do  not  exist.  The  professor  often  chooses  to 
study  minutely  one  author  or  one  aspect  of  an  author.  The  student 
is  expected  to  have  a  good  background  knowledge  of  the  entire  period, 
and  to  do  independent  reading  in  preparation  for  the  examination. 
This  is  his  responsibility,  not  that  of  the  professor  giving  the  course. 

The  Faculte  des  Sciences  offers  a  limited  number  of  courses  in 
several  fields  which  can  be  followed  with  success  by  the  foreign 
student.  However,  very  few  students  elect  courses  at  the  Faculte 
des  Sciences  because  of  the  nature  of  these  courses  and  the  gradated 
sequence  in  which  they  are  given.  Past  experience  has  shown  that  a 
science  or  mathematics  major  has  succeeded  better  by  pursuing  courses 
in  these  areas  at  his  home  institution,  and  by  following,  if  he  wishes, 
a  course  at  the  Faculte  des  Sciences  on  a  purely  elective  basis. 

At  the  Ecole  du  Louvre  many  courses  on  the  study  of  various  phases 
of  art  and  on  the  general  history  of  art  are  available.  In  each  of  the 
fields  open  to  foreign  students,  the  professor  chooses  a  special,  limited 
subject  on  which  the  year's  work  is  based.  Classes  are  usually  one  hour 
weekly,  supplemented  by  weekly  "groupes  de  travail"  under  a  tutor. 
Some  courses  are  complemented  by  a  series  of  visits  to  the  museums. 

The  Institut  d'Etudes  Politiques,  unique  in  its  own  field,  has  no 
equivalent  elsewhere  in  the  world.  For  French  students  the  course  is 
of  two  or  three  years'  duration,  but  by  special  arrangement  competent 
members  of  the  group  may  enter  as  "auditeurs  libres."  Each  year  a 
great  variety  of  courses  in  political  science  is  offered.  Auditors  with 
sufficient  background  may  choose  four  courses,  including  La  France 


depuis  1945,  and  take  the  examination  for  the  Certificat  d'Etudes 
Poiitiques.  A  limited  number  of  bulletins  with  smnmaries  of 
courses  for  1963-64  is  available  to  American  professors  who 
write  to  the  Director  of  the  Junior  Year  in  France,  Sweet  Briar, 
Virginia. 

Each  year  a  few  students  enroll  at  the  Institut  Catholique  de  Paris 
for  special  courses  in  philosophy  and  religion  that  do  not  exist  in  other 
schools. 

The  bistitut  Britannique  has  a  twofold  aim  of  familiarizing  French 
students  with  the  language  and  hterature  of  England,  and  British 
students  with  the  language  and  literature  of  France.  The  French 
Section,  designed  especially  for  English-speaking  students,  contains  a 
number  of  programs  at  various  levels,  which  may  be  pursued  in  whole 
or  in  part. 

In  this  bulletin  it  is  impossible  to  include  all  the  courses  open  to 
Junior  Year  students.  Credit  depends  on  the  number  of  lectures 
and  also  on  the  number  of  tutorial  hours  arranged  by  the  Paris  office 
of  the  Junior  Year  in  France  each  year,  as  the  system  of  credits 
characteristic  of  the  American  college  or  university  does  not  exist 
in  France. 

Faculte  des  Lettres — Sorbonne 

Only  a  few  of  the  very  numerous  departments  are  listed  here. 

Others,  however,  are  also  open  to  Junior  Year  in  France  students. 

Instead  of  listing  courses,  which  change  quite  often  and  whose  exact 

contents  are  announced  very  late,  this  bulletin  lists  some  of  the  most 

eminent  faculty  members  in  each  department,  along  with  the  fields 

within  which  they  usually  select  a  limited   topic  for  their  courses. 

The  list  is  cumulative,  and  presents  a  fairly  accurate  picture  of  the 

courses  Junior  Year  in  France  students  have  taken  over  the  years. 

Credit   of  three  hours   per  semester   is    normally   recommended    for 

these  courses.

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Credit 

For  each  student,  upon  satisfactory  completion  of  the  year's  work, 
Sweet  Briar  College  will  recommend  to  his  American  college  or  uni- 
versity thirty  (30)  or  more  semester  hours  of  credit.  Because  of  the 
variation  in  credit  allowed  for  individual  lessons  in  American  colleges, 
credit  for  individual  work  in  art  and  music  studios  is  left  to  the 
decision  of  the  appropriate  department  of  the  student's  own  college. 

THE    STUDENT    IN    FRANCE 
Headquarters    in    Paris 

The  Paris  offices  are  located  at  101  Boulevard  Raspail,  where  the 
Alliance  Frangaise  has  generously  offered  hospitality  to  the  Sweet  Briar 
Junior  Year  in  France  and  where,  on  the  sixth  floor,  there  are  three 
offices,  a  meeting  room  wich  a  small  hbrary,  and  a  sun  terrace. 

Living    Quarters 

Students  will  be  lodged  in  French  homes  in  both  Tours  and  Paris 
in  order  that  they  may  have  the  maximum  opportunity  to  hear  and 
speak  French  and  to  gain  greater  knowledge  of  French  life  and 
customs.  The  homes  are  chosen  very  carefully  and  a  check  is  made 
each  summer  on  the  homes  of  the  preceding  year. 

All  arrangements  for  room  and  board  are  made  for  the  year  and 
changes  cannot  be  made  except  for  very  good  reasons. 

Supervision 

Students  who  are  enrolled  in  the  Junior  Year  in  France  will  be 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Professor-in-charge  and  the  Assistant. 
Their  supervision  will  end  with  the  termination  of  a  student's  classes 
in  June.  The  Professor-in-charge  is  the  adviser  on  all  academic  matters. 
The  Assistant  will  help  him  and  will  serve  all  students  as  an  adviser 
on  social  matters  The  students'  scholastic  progress  will  be  followed 
carefully  and  periodic  reports  will  be  sent  to  the  American  colleges 
and  universities  from  which  the  students  come. 

Transition,  a  student  news  sheet,  is  published  by  the  group  once 
a  year. 

The  Professor-in-charge  and  the  Assistant  have  authority  over 
all  members  of  the  group.  They  will  have  the  right  to  require  the 
withdrawal  of  any  student  whose  conduct  or  academic  standing  war- 
rants such  a  step. 

FINANCIAL    ARRANGEMENTS 
Expenses 

Like  Sweet  Briar  College  the  Junior  Year  in  France  is  a  non-profit 
educational  enterprise.  Outside  of  the  regular  salaries  and  fees  paid,  no 
institution  and  no  person  can  receive  any  pecuniary  advantage  from  its 
operation. 
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ERRATUM 

Except  for  Item  (1)  below,  the  figures  are  not  fixed,  but  are  esti- 
mated as  carefully  as  possible  on  the  basis  of  present  inflationary  costs.

Insurance 

Through  a  nationally  known  insurance  company,  the  Junior  Year 
in  France  is  able  to  offer  its  students  a  group  health  insurance  plan 
at  relatively  low  cost.  Benefits  include  not  only  hospitalization  ex- 
penses but  expenses  of  accidents  not  requiring  hospitalization  and 
are  payable  in  addition  to  any  other  protection  a  student  may  have. 
All  students  in  the  group  are  required  to  enroll  in  this  plan,  the 
premium  for  which  will  be  approximately  $25.00.

"Briarstudy"  is  the  registered  cable  address  of  the  Sweet  Briar  Junior 
Year  in  France. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  with  Cunard  Steam-Ship  Company 
for  tourist  class  accommodations  on  the  Queen  Mary  sailing  from  New 
York  on  September  4,  1963.  Although  all  steamship  tickets  purchased 
for  the  group  are  round-trip  tickets,  and  are  purchased  at  the  off-season 
rates,  the  return  sailing  date  will  be  arranged  for  each  student  in 
accordance  with  his  wishes. 

The  Professor-in-diarge  and  the  Assistant  will  advise  members  of 
the  group  who  wish  to  arrange  for  European  trips  at  their  own  expense 
during  the  Christmas  and  spring  vacations.  Money  for  incidental 
expenses  and  vacation  travel  may  be  sent  to  the  individual  student 
through  the  Morgan  Guaranty  Trust  Company  of  New  York.
